President Fleming says uni- 


versity regents had approved a 
10 per cent goal in mid-March 
but could see only enough aid 
money in sight to accommodate 7 
per cent.

enrollment.

A professor of economics at 


the University of Missouri has 
taken his slide rule in hand and 
reached the conclusion that Mom 
may have a point when she 
complains about slaving over a 
hot stove.

Relations between the United 


States and Libya have changed 
radically in the year since the 
U.S. contracted to sell eight F-5 
jet fighter planes to the govern- 
ment then headed by King Idris. 
At that time Libya was a friend 
of the west, and the host to one 
of the largest air bases maintain- 
ed by the 13. S. anywhere. 


Since then, the friendly mon- 


archy has been overthrown and 
(he succeeding military regime in 
short order canceled U.S. base 
rights, aligned itself with 
the 


United Arab Republic, and has 
carried on a vociferously anti-U. 
S. campaign. 


Washington rightly has con- 


demned the action of the French 
in selling 110 warplanes to the 
new Libyan regime, and it would 
be folly for the U.S. to fulfill the 
terms of its contract. The condi- 
tions which existed at the time 
the contract was signed do not 
exist today. 


More to the point, it was Libya 


which caused the rupture of the 
status 
quo 
between 
the 
two 


countries. 


Surprisingly, S t a t e Depart- 


ment officials assert no decision 
has been reached on the Libyan 
contract. It would seem Libya 
made that decision for Washing- 
Ion months ago. 
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Fleming adds. 


He neglects, however, to point 


out 
that 
the 
"agonizing re- 


appraisals" came during a period 
when the university was all but 
shutdown by a strike launched by 
black militants and their sup- 
porters among faculty and other 
students. 


The reappraisals were going on 


while Fleming was negotiating 
with the Black Action Movement 
(BAM) for the 10 per cent quota 
pact that finally permitted stu- 
dents to get back to their classes 
and halted the window breaking 
and vaudalistic sign painting. 


It stretches credulity beyond 


the breaking point for President 
Fleming to claim there was no 
heat involved in the settlement. 
If the final pact, represents jus- 
tice, why didn't Fleming and the 
regents announce it 
in mid- 


March, before the strike? Why 
were they fiddling on the stage 
of Hill auditorium on the second 
day of the BAM strike when 
militants threw stink bombs dur- 
ing the hallowed Honors Convo- 
cation, turning it into a disgrace- 
ful shambles? 


Fleming says that in attacking 


the U-M quota pact, Vice Pres- 
ident Agnew quoted U-M Pro- 
fessor Gardner Ackley out of 
context. For, says Fleming, Ack- 
ley supports the 10 per cent black 
enrollment. 


Some time after he gave the 


speech from which Agnew quot- 
ed, Prof. Ackley did say he 
favored the quota. But a copy of 
his 
original speech certainly 


doesn't indicate it. In fact, the 
speech is a scathing indictment 
of 
university subservience to 


militant groups for the past two 
years. One confusing reference to 
BAM 
is 
sandwiched between 


angry criticism of club-wielders 
who shut down Ackley's classes 
and a prophecy of the loss of 
academic freedom ending with 
this couplet: 


"There is no reason. 
"There is only power." 


No reasonable American can 


deny the need to mount crash 
programs 
of 
many kinds 
to 


hasten 
the 
day when

nation's economic and psychic 
rewards. The sooner they "hold 
skilled jobs and professorships in 
proportion to their numbers, the 
sooner they own businesses, the 
better. It is simple justice to 
right the wrongs perpetrated by 
slavery and something almost as 
bad, a century of second class 
citizenship. But 
still more is 


involved. Rapid improvement in 
the tot. of Negroes is the surest 
way to save the nation from the 
ghetto problems and 
ugly po- 


larization threatening the U.S. 
today. Advancement of Negroes 
is in everybody's best interest. 


Fleming thinks the 10 per cent 


quota .system is one 
effective 


means of helping Negroes gain 
their rightful place in society. 
Every American should hope he's 
right. 


But only time will tell. And 


Agnew thinks the quota won't 
work, that there are other, better 
means 
of advancing 
Negroes 


rapidly. 


There is room for honest dif- 


ference of opinion. 


There 
isn't 
any 
room for 


argument over Agncw's conten- 
tion that "surrender" to campus 
bully boys will destroy academic 
freedom. Prof. Ackley later said 
he spoke in haste and emotion, 
but he teed off on his university 
administration far more bitterly 
than did Agnew. In the heat of 
the BAM strike, he said that 
"the desires of the overwhelming 
majority of the students — who 
onlv want to learn — and of the 
overwhelming majority of the 
futility 
•— who only want 
to 


teach and investigate — count 
fo>- little or nothing." 


The situation doesn't seem as 


bad as all that. In fact, some very

Are all forms of leukemia 


fatal? Can it be considered as a 
cancer and what new .treat- 
ments are hopeful? 


Mrs. S. N. I., Montana 


Dear Mrs. I.: Leukemia has 


been called a cancer of the 
blood, mostly because certain 
cells run wild and invate nor- 
mal body tissue. Actually there 
is a technical 'distinction but 
both are malignant and danger- 
ous diseases. 
' 


There are 
many kinds of 


leukemia; two of which are the 
most important forms. There is 
a myeloid and a lymphatic type. 
Th'e signs and symptoms are 
somewhat 
different 
but 
the 


distinction 
is made by the 


complex microscopic examina- 
tion of the blood. Some cases of 
leukemia have been kept in an 
arrested state for many, many 
years. They pass through a time 
of marked activity and then into 
a period of remission. There is 
no universal 
law about the 


behavior of this serious disorder 
ot the blood cells. 


Viruses have been incriminat- 


ed as the cause in some cases. 
But this, too, does not apply to 
all form. Luukemia, undoubted- 
ly, is a highly dangerous condi- 
tion but hope 
must not be 


abandoned. 


Scientific 
studies 
are pro- 


gressing toward a better know- 
ledge of the cause of leukemia 
and its eventual control. Sci- 
entific teams.that took years to 
coordinate in \he battle against 
leukemia are too often destroy- 
ed by the lack of money to 
continue. It is always a paradox 
to realize that tnoney is the 
single ingredient that can bring 
us, or deny us, the eventual 
control of this malignant condi- 
tion.

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State Takes 
Steps To 
Halt Spills 


Cyanide, Mercury 
Contamination 
Stirs Controversy

LANSING (AP) —Talk is giv- 


ing way to state-level action in 
the controversy over 
mercury 


and cyanide contamination in 
Michigan. 


In rapid-fire fashion last week, 


Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley won 
court 
injunctions 
against six 


firms and the City of Ludington 
to prevent further chemical pol- 
lution of state waters. 


His action in the Ludington 


case followed an order by the 
State Health Department 
that 


the city crack down on sewer 
protection. 


Hundreds of gallons of an 8 


per cent cyanide solution spilled 
into 
the 
city 
sewer 
sys- 


tem March 15 from a tank at 
Straits Steel and Wire Co. in 
discussing Straits and four other 
Ludington firms, Kelley said 
there also had been other in- 
stances over the last 2V4 years. 
CALLS FOE ACTION 


In the mercury matter, he act- 


ed after Gov. William Milliken 
called for steps against Wyan- 
dotte Chemical Co. o£ Detroit. 


The firm for some time has 


been dumping mercury waste in- 
to the Detroit River. Wyandotte 
cut back on its mercury release, 
but after learning of an over- 
flow incident Milliken called for 
action. 


Milliken earlier had declared 
fishing ban in Michigan waters 


of the mercury-contaminated St. 
Clair River and Lake St. Clair. 
He also asked state agencies to 
find out what other substances 
industry is dumping into the 
water, and he issued a call for 
laws requiring disclosure of the 
content and volume of waste dis- 
charges. 


Friday, the governor sent a 


telegram to President 
Nixon 


asking for federal help—possib- 
ly through court action—in com- 
batting mercury contamination 
in Michigan and other 
Great 


Lakes waters. 
TESTS FISH 


Meanwhile, the State Agricul- 


ture Department laboratory con- 
ducted round-the-clock tests on 
fish 
from 
several bodies of 


water. It found some samples 
with excessive levels of mer- 
cury. 


At week's end, a threat of le- 


gal action from the Water Re- 
sources Commission led the Gen- 
eral Electric Co. to shut down 
its mercury-using operations at 
Edmore, in Montcalm County. 


In the Legislature, debate was 


underway in the House on a far- 
reaching bill to give private cit- 
izens and groups more say-so in 
protection of natural resources. 


Under the measure, they could 


take thei rcomplaints to court 
without showing personal 
in- 


jury or channeling their gripes 
through state regulatory agen- 
cies. 


So far none of the firms in- 


volved has raised any road- 
blocks to the state steps of the 
past few days. City Manager 
James Cartier said all five ac- 
cused firms were working on 
precautionary devices. Cartier 
was expected to report to the 
Ludington City Commission to- 
night that the work is complete. 
The devices arc designed to pre- 
vent further incidents of waste 
leakage. 
OTHER ACTION 


But while the actions at the 


state level represent a firm step 
against problems recently in the 
plublic spotlight, others have 
gone into an area so far avoided 
in Michigan. 


Ohio Atty. Gen. Paul Brown 


announced plans to seek dam- 
ages from Wyandotte and Dow 
Chemical Co's operation at Sar- 
nia, Ont. He cited losses to the 
fishing industry as a result of 
pollution. 


In Toledo, 37 fishermen asked 


$100 million damages, accusing 
Dow and Wyandotte of polluting 
Lake Erie with mercury com- 
pounds. 


Milliken has not called for 


damage actions, saying it is 
most important that future pol- 
lution be stopped. 


A spokesman in Kelley's office 


said the question of damages 
can always be considered later.
